Examiner's Remark 

Applicant's amendment, filed on 7/9/2008, has been received and entered into the file. 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-7, 9-10, 12, 14-15 and 18-19 are pending. The 103 rejections of the pending 
claims have been overcome in view of applicant's amendments/remarks and are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-7, 9-10, 12, 14-15 and 18-19 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art fails to teach the listed claims each 
of which specifically comprises the following listed feature(s) in combination with other 
limitations in the respective claims: 

a decoding means for, when the reproducing means reproduces the still image frame, 
decoding only the moving picture part data specified by the identification information from all of 
the moving picture part data included in the moving picture frame encoded data and displaying 
the decoded image, wherein the decoding means further decodes, upon designated the decoded 
image by a user, based on the corresponding information, the difference encoded data 
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corresponding to the moving picture part data associated with the designated decoded image and 
displays the decoded image.
